After leaving the hospital we wb'he’ 
taken to the photographic section. 
Here Sgt. lbbotson gave a very clear 
and educational talk on the Universal 
interchangeable cafnera, which; he 
said, was used on every second bomb:- 
er in Britain. After explaining the 
action of other types of cameras, he. 
led us into the musty “darkroom'’-, 
where others were busy developing 
prints. The odor, he- explained, was 
due to the chemjcals used. In the de-- 
veloping solutions. He showed how 
pictures were enlarged, how they were 
dried, and how they can be made to 
have a glossy finish. Sgt. lbbotson is 
to be ooinplim“nted on the thorough 
knowledge and keen interest which he 
shows in his work. 

In the ground instructional school, 
pictures' of different types of planes 
were flashed on the screen. This is 
known as “Aircraft Recognition Pic¬ 
tures.” Needless to say, our aircraft 
recognizing ability was practically 
nil. 

We then passed through the techni¬ 
cal building under the guidance of 
Sgt.-Major O’Brien and went on to the 
clothing store where we were shown 
what clothes an airman is issued. 

Immediately following this we en¬ 
tered the No. 1 hrfhgar where we saw 
the wing of an airplane being repair¬ 
ed and got an idea of the size of sev¬ 
eral other planes. 

A very interesting section of the 
building was the log room in which 
the records of planes are kdpt from 
the time they leave the factory until 
the : r duties are finished. 

The parachute section was the next 
place visited. A parachute was op¬ 
ened up and repacked in order that 
we might get an idea of its size and 
colors. We were told the red sections 
almost always form a red cross on 
thp ground, and can be readily dis¬ 
cerned for some miles. These ’chutes 
are repacked every thirty days whe¬ 
ther used or not, in case of oil, or in¬ 
sects causing deterioration. 

Next we visited the control tower 
from which we could get a -perfect 
v'piv of the .'irrounding country and 
the planes circling overhead. 

Our next stop was the R.C.A.S.C.

longf‘tables at which the airmen eat, 
and a huge kitchen where fheir well- 
hftlanced meals are prepared.

Fourth Compulsory Employment 
Transfer Order 


A Direction to Specified Employert 
and Employee* 

This Order applies to any young man who is 
16, 17 or 18 years of age, and who is working 
at any one of the employments specified in this 
notice. It is also directed to the present 
employers of these young men. 

A. Objective: 

The Order provides for the transfer of the young men iffected, 
to work which is of more importance to Canada’s war effort. Trans¬ 
fers will be made after taking into account tffie health and domestic 
circumstances of these young men. 

B. YOUNG MEN WHO ARE AFFECTED: 

Every young man who is in any one of the employments 
specified, who has reached his 16th birthday but has not reached 
his 19th birthday, is covered by this Order. 

C. EMPLOYMENTS SPECIFIED IN THE ORDER: 

This Order applies to the young men described above if now 
employed in any of these occupations: 

(1) Any occupatioh in or associated with the following: (a) 
barber shops and beauty parlours; (b) distilling alcohol for 
beverage; (e) dyeing, cleaning and pressirtg, baths, guide ser¬ 
vice, shoe shining; (d) entertainment, including but not restricted 
to theatres, film agencies, motion picture companies, clubs, 
bowling alleys, pool rooms; (e) operation of ice cream parlours 
and soda fountains; (f) manufacture of feathers, plumes and 
artificial flowers, chewing gum, wine, lace goods, greeting cards, 
jewelry; (g) retail stores; (h) factory production of statuary 
and art goods; (i) retail and wholesale florists; (j) retail sale 
of confectionery, candy, tobacco, books, stationery, news; (k) 
retail sale of motor vehicles or accessories; (1) retail sale of 
sporting goods or musical instruments; (m) service stations 
(gasoline-filling stations); (n) taverns, liquor, wine and beer 
stores. 

(2) Bus boy; charman and cleaner; custom furrier; dancing 

teacher; dish washer; domestic servant; doorman and starter; 
elevator operator; greens keeper; grounds keeper; hotel bell 
boy; porter (other than in railway train service); private 
chauffeur; taxi driver; waiter. __ 

D. How the Order affects Young Men still attending School: 

Young men in the age groups mentioned, now employed, will 
not be interfered with insofar as returning to school at the opening 
of the school session in the Autumn is concerned; but young men 
in the age classes covered, who are now working during their 
summer vacation, must comply with this Compulsory Order.

E. Procedure to be followed: 

All men as defined above must report to an Employment and 
Selective Service Office not later than July 24th, 1943. Men 
resident outside a city or town having an Employment and Selective 
Service Office, who are too far removed to call personally at such 
an Office, may write to the nearest’ office in the first instance, and 
await further directions.
